This morning a compromise ar- 
angem ent was made with District 
A ttorney John P. Butt, by Biever’s 
ttorneys, J. C. Grice, of Hagers- 
own, and J. Donald Swope, G ettys­ 
burg, in which Bieverlt attorneys, 
for their client, waived the hearing 
rn the 
involuntary m anslaughter 
'harge, 
placed a $2,(XX) 
hail for 
Biever’s ap pearanee at the Novem­ 
ber term of court 
here, 
and 
the 
m urder charge, 
lodged 
against 
Biever, was dismissed. 
6-Months Postponement 
Biever, 
who 
was 
originally 
charged 
with 
involuntary 
m an­ 
slaughter and 
driving an autom o­ 
bile while under the influence of 
liquor, grow ing out of the fatal ac­ 
cident, last August, in which W il­ 
liam A. Corbett was killed, secured 
a postponement of the preliminary 
hearing, September 12, when Dis­ 
trict Attorney John P. B utt failed 
to apjR'ur at the 
hearing before 
Justice HUI. 
The district attorney 
said he was culled out of town on 
business and overlooked the date 
of the hearing. 
In 
his 
absence, 
A ttorney 
Swope, 
representing 
Biever, secured the postponement 
of the h aa ring until next March. 
Prosecutor Butt sought to try 
Bieber a t the November term of 
court but the adjournment, secured 
in his absence, prevented. 
District Attorney Butt then pre­ 
ferred a charge of m urder against 
Biever, traveling salesman, who, 
according to his attorneys, at the 
time of the September 12th heal­ 
ing, was about to leave on an ex­ 
tended business 
trip 
that 
would 
keep him out of 
town 
for 
more 
than six months. 
Trial Next Month 
The 
w arrant 
was delivered to 
Hagerstow n police. 
On Saturday 
Biever was arrested charged with 
m urder. 
This 
morning the 
compromise 
agreem ent was reached. 
District Attorney Butt said th at 
he did not intend to try Biever for 
murder, but was determined to try 
him 
on 
the 
involuntary 
m an­ 
slaughter 
and 
drunken 
driving 
charge, ut the November 
term of 
court. 
Biever’s hail of $2,000 w as fu r­ 
nished and 
the 
hearing 
on 
the 
original charge was waived. 
He 
will be tried next month in the lo­ 
cal court.

Service,” citing many 
instances of persons giving their 
lives to save others. 
He said th? 
service rendered by volunteer fire­ 
men typifies one of the highest 
forms of “unselfish service.”

firemen’s 
association, 
was m aster 
of 
ceremonies, 
and 
others who participated in the pro­ 
gram were the Rev. f a th e r P. J.

The Rev. Father Mark Stock, of 
Gettysburg, who was to have taken 
part in the program , was prevented 
from doing so by a severe cold.

Ten firemen were paid tribute. i

Lewis, Cashtown; Aaron Martin*!, 
East Berlin; William F. Wintrode, 
Littlestown; H arry Bkihl, Bonneau­ 
ville; Clarence Ruff.

An impressive part of the service 
was the singing of the firemen’s 
m e m o rial hymn. 
A fter th? fast 
verse, George £• Hughes sounded 
reveille and after the second verse, 
taps. 


During the three days’ battles 
at Gettysburg, when the Blue 
and Grey were engaged in bitter 
conflict, for a cause each deemed 
right, the family of John Gettys, 
founder of Gettysburg, was the 
proud possessor of a beautiful 
and valuable silver service. 
Fearing the loss of the silver 
set or the possibility of its fall­ 
ing into the hands of the invad­ 
ing foe, the Gettys family buried 
the silver pieces. 
For three days the battles con­ 
tinued. 
For a time it seemed 
that the town would fall into the 
hands of the 
Confederacy and 
the Union forces driven into the 
North. 
When General Lee withdrew 
his forces and the work of car­ 
ing for the dead and injured as 
well as the sick 
was 
at 
its 
height, the Gettys family took 
an active part, tem porarily for­ 
getting the silver service buried 
deep into the ground near their 
home. 
Some time later 
the 
service 
was recovered. 
Today the beautiful service is 
in use by 
descendants 
of t he 
Gettys family at 
Athens, 
Ten­ 


nessee.

It is his theory that 
the skilled professional man and the shrewd 
commercial man who depends on his own 
efforts and does not have the stim ulant of 
an inherited fortune behind him hardly can 
hope to attain a position of financial inde­ 
pendence until he had passed the age of TR). 
In practical life am ong the millions whose 
lives are not bound by the hopeless walls of 
n shop or whose activities are not restricted 
by a merchandise counter or a row of clerks’ 
desks, 
the 
age 
that 
prom ises 
liberation 
from labor and toil is placed even higher. 
The| fam ily doctor, the fam ily lawyer and 
the merchant who furnishes the* average 
household with the necessities of life will 
tell the head o l the household that his a m ­ 
bition is to have enough money when he is 
about AO to close up shop and go fishing or 
som ething for the rest o f his days. 


If this is the prospect o f the successful business or p ro fes­ 
sional man (and it is) what then of that business that m akes it 


possibleffor a man to retire with half a million dollars or a mil­ 
lion dollars before he is 45 years old ? 
W hat kind of business 


is it that enables a young man of 30 to 35 years of age to 
retire with a cool million ? 


The answ er is that it is the greatest business in the world 
and participation in professional sports has become the g re a t­ 
est business for quick returns on the least expendiutre of time 
and capital in the world. 
O 


NLY' a few weeks ago, a young man just past 30, o f sane 
mind and sound body, announced that he w as resigning 
from a position that is worth in actual income more than 


one million dollars a year. 
He w as secure in his position for 
at least two more years but said he is tired of it and w ants to 
get aw ay and enjoy him self as he sees fit. 


Gene Tunney, a stran ge young man in everything he ever did. 
astounded a nation of working men when he said he had enough 
money to m ake him happy and that he w as not interested in 
the two million dollars that might have been his if he had re­ 
mained only nominally in possession of the world's heavy­ 
weight boxing championship. 


“ I have a fortune of a million dollars invested so that I can't 
consume the income,” Tunney said. 
‘‘My scale of living is 
com paratively modest and will not change with time. 
I am 
tired of the boxing profession and I want to get aw ay where I 
can live as I choose.” 


L ess than a year before that another young man of 33 gave 
up a profession that had m ade him more than a million and a 
half dollars and that w as worth at least $100,000 a year to him. 


Ja c k Dempsey, the form er world's heavyweight champion, 
resigned from active participation in the glove flinging business 
when ho was beaten the second time by Tunney. 


‘‘I have all the money I will ever need and I don’t want to 
be punched goofy,” D em psey said. 
‘‘I didn’t have* much op­ 
portunity to enjoy m yself when I w as a kid and now that I 
have the means I want to enjoy m yself.” 


Dem psey, of course, didn’t divorce himself as entirely from 
th<i business as Tunney did. 
As a form er champion who still 
takes an active interest in boxing, Dem psey has a revenue from 
his nam e that would put a mechanic on the best street in tow n. 
But Dem psey turned down a half-million dollars that would 
have been his if he had returned to the ring this summer. 
There is talk now that he may come back next year, but his 
friends do not believe it.

H E N there is Benny Leonard, who retired several years 
a g o as the lightweight champion of the world. 
He left 
the business w ith more than half a million dollars at the 
age of 32. Of course, it m ay be said that Leonard had to retire 
because he nq longer could make 135 pounds for a fight. But 
that does not alter the fact that he was able to retire a very 
wealthy young man at an ag e whc^n a young doctor or a young 
law yer or banker is stru g g lin g for a start.
